Mexico for damages and indemnity 
arising from the killing of foreigners 
and the destru ction of foreign prop­ 
erty was one of the first acts of Presi­ 
dent De Da Barra. According to De La 
Barra du plicate notes were sent to the 
embassies of the United States, Eng­ 
land, Germany, Spain and China. 
Representations 
for recovery of 
damages may be made throu gh regu ­ 
lar diplomatic channels and all speed 
will be u sed to bring the clarms before 
the cou rt as soon as compatible with 
political conditions. De La Barra gave 
assu rance of the anxiety of the gov­ 
ernment to make reparation on all 
bona fide claims of loss or death. No 
date is set for the convening of the 
cou rt, bu t it is u nderstood that within 
a month the cou rt^will be in "session 
and claims will 
considered accord­ 
ing to precedence. 
The second important 
annou nce­ 
ment made by the new president was 
that concerning the disposition of a 
large part of the insu rrecto armies. 
He is said now to be considering a 
plan of paying a certain pension to 
all revolu tionaries and a pension to 
the families of those killed. The bet­ 
ter element of the insu rrectos are al­ 
lowed the option of joining the ru rale, 
or joining a force that will be u sed to 
su ppress the brigands throu ghou t (he 
cou ntry.

scheme will shortly be introdu ced into 
congress and a committee of five from 
the senate and the depu ties will he 
appointed to work ou t the details of 
reimbu rsement. 
De La Barra hopes 
that this m atter will be settle'd before 
the holding of the elections, so that no 
bands of armed and discontented reb­ 
els may still exist to the embarrass­ 
ment of the election.

Washington, May 29.—For the first 
time in nearly thirty years the post- 
office department is self-su pporting. 
Postmast*: 
General 
Hitchcock 
an­ 
nou nces that the department is now’ 
able to meet its expenses withou t aid 
from the federal treasu ry, and has ac­ 
cordingly retu rned to the secretary of 
the treasu ry $3,000,000 which was set 
aside from the pu blic fu nds to defray 
the expenses of the postal service in 
the cu rrent fiscal year. 
Not only is 
the service now self-su staining, bu t 
there is at present, according to Mr. 
Hitchcock's annou ncement, a postal 
su rplu s of more than $1,000,000. The 
postmaster general expects that this 
su rplu s will be greater for the entire 
year u nless extraordinary expenses 
occu r in the next month. 
The wiping ou t of the postal deficit 
within two years is regarded by Pres­ 
ident Taft as one of the most satisfac­ 
tory accomplishments of his adminis­ 
tration. 
When the Taft administra­ 
tion entered 
o n its life it inherited a 
deficit of more than $17,500,000, the 
largest in the history of the postal ser­ 
vice. 
The postmaster general con­ 
tends that the big deficit has been 
wiped ou t, not by cu rtailing postal fa­ 
cilities, as some of his critics have 
contended, hu t by introdu cing bu siness 
methods in the department and ex­ 
tending the 
service along profitable 
lines.

co mrades, with a w arm welco me at the 
end o f it. 
May Go d bless each and ev­ 
eryo ne o f yo u. 
Assure them all fo r me, 
th at no thing wo uld please

better 
than to meet w ith them and lo o k o nce 
mo re into ^heir eyes', and get a grip o f 
welco me fro m their hands.

He asked me if I was getting 
scared, and I said to him that his re­ 
mark was ungenero us, that I w'o uld go 
as far to ths fro nt as he o r any o th^r 
man when it was necessary but that I 
saw no sense in uselecs ex po sure. 
J ust a little bqjfo ro he was sho t, he 
o rdered me to prnl do wn a fence so to 
get a gun o ut into the ro ad. I had to rn 
it partly do wn when J o hn Vano rsdale t 
think it was came and helped me. 
He 
sat o n his ho rse a co uple o f ro ds back, 
and when the fence was do wn he ro de 
up and I saluted « id said, Sir, the fenee 
is do wn. 
J ust then he was hit and two 
o r three o f us I do no t kno w j*st who . 
caught his as he fell and laid him o n 
the gro und. 
J ust then thfc J o hnnies go t 
a gun to bear o n o ur po sitio n and sent 
a co uple o f so lid sho t Into the field and 
then they limbered up and lit o ut. 
W ell If I can help y o u in any way let 
me kno w but I can’t be at the Encamp­ 
ment.

There w as an ap p lt 
tree, but no conference between Gen 
eral Lee and General Grant took p lan 
u nder it and no su rrender was effectet 
u nder it. 
Ju dge Thomas G. Jones ol 
Montgomery , Ala., who was an otliuei 
on the staff of General John B. Gor 
don, who was p resent at Ap p omattox 
say s that the p op ular idea cu rrent some 
y ears ago of a su rrender u nder an ap 
p ie tree was altogether wrong. 
“The ap p le tree never figured in it at 
all,” said Ju dge Jones, "excep t to this 
slight extent: 
In the morning of th*. 
day of the su rrender General Lee sent 
a flag of truce to General Grant. Whil. 
he was waiting the retu rn of his mes 
senger to General G rant he sat down 
on the roots of an old ap p le tree an 1 
waited awhile. 
Long before the mes­ 
senger retu rned lie had left the ap p le 
tree and was at the McLean farm 
house, where he and General Grant 
lield their conference and where tin 
final su rrender was effected. 
The ole 
ap p le tree was quickly cut down and 
Cut to p ieces by relic hu nters, and 
something like fifty other ap p le tree> 
in the orchard were cu t to p ieces. Tin 
p ieces were later made up and sold in 
various forms throu gh the country 
This p robably encouraged the fallacy 
that G rant and Lee had sat u nder the 
ap p le tree. 
Bu t the two generals met 
at the McLean farmhouse. 
“My vivid recollection of the Ap p o­ 
mattox su rrender is seeing General 
Lee come out of his headqu arters on 
th at final morning and mount Old 
Traveler, his famous horse. 
He wa> 
immaculately dressed. 
At his side in 
wore tlie handsome sword given him 
by the p eop le of Virginia. 
He was 
buried in deep thought, and as tie 
mounted his horse he clap p ed his hands 
absentmindedly together. 
The p rivrte 
soldiers crowded abou t the horse a id 
begged him for information. 
I hea d 
him say to th# men ctp wding about 
him: 
*'Ve 
have 
fought

w ir 
through. 
It is now all over.’ ”
